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(b) A person appointed, enlisted, or drafted in or who volunteers for the Texas military
forces, other than the Texas National Guard, shall take and subscribe to the following
[an] oath:

“I, do solemnly swear that I will bear true faith and allegiance to the
State of Texas and to the United States of America, that I will serve this state and nation
honestly and faithfully against all enemies, and that I will obey the orders of the governor

of Texas and of the officers appointed over me, in accordance with the laws, rules, and
articles governing the military forces of the State of Texas.” [preseribed-by-the-adjutant
general]

SECTION 2. This Act takes effect September 1, 2015.

ISSUANCE OF THE TEXAS AIRPORT DIRECTORY;
ELIMINATING A FEE
CHAPTER 535
H.B. No. 1605

AN ACT
relating to the issuance of the Texas Airport Directory; eliminating a fee.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Texas:
SECTION 1. Section 21.067, Transportation Code, is amended to read as follows:
Sec. 21.067. TEXAS ATRPORT DIRECTORY. (a) The department may:

(1) issue the Texas Airport Directory;

(2) sell advertising in the directory; and

(3) advertise the [sale-efthe] directory in other publications.

(b) The department may not [shall] charge a fee [notless—than$5] for furnishing the
Texas Airport Directory.

(¢) The department is not required to issue more than 110 percent of the number of
Texas Airport Directories issued in the preceding state fiscal year.

SECTION 2. Section 21.004, Transportation Code, is repealed.
SECTION 3. This Act takes effect September 1, 2015.
